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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of Group I claims 1-5 in the reply filed on 
07/24/2008 is acknowledged. 

Claims 6-9 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) 
as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 07/24/2008. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the one in which zirconium" in line 5. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. Please correct. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the elongation" in lines 7-8. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. Please correct. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Yamamoto (US 5,814,576). Yamamoto teaches a zirconium oxide composition 
represented by tine general formula [X]aZr/,Oc where X can be lanthanum (col. 5, lines 
48-56). Regarding claim 2, Yamamoto teaches the zirconium oxide containing 
lanthanum in an amount ranging from 1-40 mol % (col. 6, lines 25-28). Regarding 
claims 1, 4, and 5, Yamamoto teaches that the zirconium oxide further contains 
platinum and more preferably further contains at least one element of alkali metals 
and/or alkaline earth metals including cesium (col. 10, lines 52-65). Regarding the 
elongation of the crystal lattice in claim 1, the zirconium oxide composition taught by 
Yamamoto is commensurate with claims 1-5, and would therefore be expected to have 
the same physical characteristics. 

Claims 1, and 3-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Suzuki et al (JP 2002-079097). Suzuki teaches a composition expressed as 
(Al203)a(Ce02)b(Zr02)i-b(La203)d (par. 39, par. 40, lines 1-2). Regarding claim 4, Suzuki 
teaches that cesium be carried on the oxide composite (pars. 41-42). Regarding claim 
5, Suzuki teaches that platinum be carried on the oxide composite (par. 57).
